Philip the Tetrarch founded or enlar- 
ged this Town, and furniſhed it with Tnhabi- 
tants, calling it Julia, in Honour of the 
Daughter of Auguſtus Ceſar; but in Time it 
reſumed its ancient Name, even from the 
Time of Chriſt to this Day. This City hath 
an.ancient Water-courſe, which Foſephi calls 
little Jordan, and falleth into the Sea of G4. 
lilee, near Cepernaum, the Channel whereof 
appears at this Day. Here our Saviour 
preached many excellent Sermons, and per- 
tormed many wonderful Miracles, Mark viii. 
But for the Ingratitude and Impiety of the Ci- 
tizens, the. Woe of our Saviour fell upon them; 
Ihe to- thee Chorazin, Woe to thee Bethſaida, 
Fe if be Miracles bad been done in Tyte, and 
Sidon, which have been done in thee, they

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83 notwithſtanding the Miracles f 
the Bleſſed Jeſus, fell under the ſame Con- 
demnation, not an Houſe remaining; and 
the Kg of ſo fine aſ Ton ſcarce to be diſ- 
e MAURER 0 RET 
TIBERIAS ſtands on the Weſt of the 
Sea of Galilee, 48 Miles from Feruſalem. He- 
rod the Tetrarch of Galilee, who beheaded 
John Baptiſt, beautified this City with many 
ſtately Buildings, encompaſſed it with ſtrong 
Walls, and called it Tiberias, after che Name 
of Tiberias Ceſar; he alſo invited great Num- 


bers of People to come and inhabit there, 1 


endowing it with large Priviledges, and 
allured many of the Fews with Gifts: and fair 
Speeches to come and ſettle there with their 
Families; and both Rich and Poor began ac 
cording to their Abilities to build Heuſes, ſo 


Five Miles S. on the Shore of the Sea of Ga- 
lilee, near Tiberias was a Town called Tar i- 
chea, where Foſephus the Fewiſh Commander 
and Hiftorian dwelt. Now it happened that 
upon ſome Diſcontent, the Citizens of T- 
berjas made an Inſurrection, of which Foſephas 
having an Intelligence, he cauſed all the Gates 


ok Taric hea to be ſhut, that none ſhould - 
come from Tiberias, and invite them to joym 1 
in their Rebellion; and ſent them ſecret. | 
Orders to bring together all the Ships; and 


other Veſſels that were upon the Lake, being

a- piece, and ſuddenly failed towards Tiberias, 


and came up ſo near, that the Citizens from

him to have Pity upon them, and not to de- 

ſtrey them and their City; but he abſolutely 
teſuſed to pardon them, unleſs they delivered 

the Governour up to his Mercy, which they 
did accordingly. He then ſettled the Affairs 
of: the Town, and returned with the Ruler to 
Tarichea, whoſe Name was Citze, and ap- 
peared to be the principal Rebel and Incen- 

| diary, He then commanded one of his Guards 
cdi cut off both his Hands, Citus hearing his Sen- 
tence, humbly begged that one Hand might be

TYRUS, or Thre, was the chief City ß 
Phenicia, 100 Miles N. from Feryſalem,- built 

firſt by the Citizens of Sidon 240 Years be- 

fore the Temple of Solomon, juſt in the Place 
where the Ruins of ancient Tyre are to be ſeen M 
at this Day. It grew famous about the Time ü 
of the Deſtruction of Troy, but King Agenor il 
removed it to a Rock which ſtood in the 
Heart of the Mediterranean Sea, encompatied WM 
therewith like an Iſland, Exel. xxvi. He bes» 
ſtowed great Coſt in ſortiſying the ſame, and 
ſtrengthened it with high Walls, famous 
Buildings, and convenient Havens for Ships. - 


It was about three Miles round, and two wide; 


yet accounted the great Mart 'Town, to which 
Merchants from three Parts of the World re- 

ſorted, for buying and ſelling all Sorts of il 
Merchardize, the Scituation and Strength 
of the Place making it famous. It was di- 
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ſtant from the Continent of Fhenicia, near 
2 Miles, upon which the Citizens obtained 
a Fortion of Land, containing 19000 Paces 
for the Maintenance of the People who 
rowing very rich by their great 1 

ilt ſeveral large Cities and Towns in the 
more remote Parts to enlarge their Juriſdicti- 
| on, namely Lepta, Utica, and Certhage in A. 


jrica ; and likewiſe Gales; or Cadix, in a fine

The Inhabitants 
are Roman Gathoicks; the Women fair, chaſte, 
and modeſt, never appearing abroad bur 
with their Faces covered, The Children born 
here, are ſald not to fear Snakes, nor any o- 
ther — counted venomous, and will 
eat Scorpions without Danger, though in all 
other Countries they are pernicious, which 
they ſay was freed from Venome by St. Faul, 
and ſhew a Cave wherein they pretend he 
lived. There are alfo little ſhock Dogs which 
are ſold to their Neighbours at a dear Rate. 
The chief City is Malta, ſo well fortified as 
almoſt impoſhble to be taken, but either by 
Trea or Famine. It is poſſeſt by the 
Knights of St. Fobn's Order, who defend ig 
from the Turts. They were wholly given to 
Idolatry till St. Faul was by a Tet driven 
upon this Ifland, who converted them from 
their prophane Worſhip, to the Chriſtian 
Religion, when he wintered among them. 
They ſhew the Place where his Ship was. caſt 
away, on which a Chappel is-built, dedicated 


to St. Faul. It was firſt ſubje& to the Africans 1 


of Carthage, who were conquered by the Ro- 
mans, and held it 130 Years ; it then fell to 
the Saracens, who poſſeſt it long: But Roger 
King of Scicily, recovered it from them, and 

it continued in the Hands of the Sicilians, till 
the Emperor of Germany Charles Vth gave it 
the Knights of St. John, after they Net 


-- 
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pelled from Rhodes by the Turi. Many fa 
mous Biſhops and devout Chriſtians lived 
in this Place. In the Reign of the Emperor 
Theodoſius, a general Council was held there, 
wherein were preſent 240 Biſhops. 

| SYRACUSE, is a City in the Iſle of 
Sicily, ſo fair and large, that it was formerly 
called Tetrapoli, being divided into three 
Parts, and encompaſſed with three Walls, fo 
ſtrongly fortified, that the Carthaginiens could 
not conquer it, and fo well peopled in the 
Time of Dionyfins the Tyrant, that he was 
adle' to maintain an Army of an hundred 
thouſand Foot, and Twelve thouſand Horſe. 
Here was a Caſtle or Tower called Mercia, 
which was ſo ſtrong, that it held out a long 
-Time, when the reſt of the Town was con- 
quered. In which the Kings and Tyrants of 
the Country uſually kept their Treaſury ; ma- 
ny famous Princes reigned therein. But Di- 


n ſias the Younger, was depoſed from the Go- 


vernment, and though he had a great Quan- 
tity of all Sorts of Plate, yet his Father told 
him, Surely thou hadſt not the Soul of a 
King, elſe thou mighteſt have made one 
Friend with ſo much Treaſure. It is thought 
that it was ſometime joyned with [taly, and 
ſeparated from the Conti nent by Storms and 
Fempeſts, it being but a ſhort Cut from Reg- 
gio to Meſſina, the chief City now. It was 
once under the Romans; and afterward poſleſt 
by the Spaniards many Years ; but very lately

REGGIO isa Town ſituated on the ut- 
moſt Bounds of Sicily toward the Sea, from 
which it is diſtant 60 Furlongs. It was ſome- | 
times called Rhegium, becauſe it is ſaid to 
have been ſo ſtrong and beautiful a City, as de- 
ſerved to be the Reſidence of a Prince. Near 
this Town in the Sicilian Sea, ſtands a Rock 
ſomewhat above Water in Proportion like a 
Man, and round about are other little Rocks, 
and the Sea running with ſuch Violence in 
theſe Streights, the Noiſe the Water makes, 
ſeems to ſound like the Barking of Dogs, and 
is very dangerous for thoſe Mariners who fail 


that Way, and are unacquainted therewith. 


There is erected a lofty Tower, as a Sea-mark

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 —_ PUTEOLT is a City in Campania, a 
Country in ſtah not far from Naples, on the 
Sea-ſhore 1388 Miles from Feruſalew, W. ſo 
called from the Wells of hot Water. At this 
City the Apoſtle Fa and his Company ar- 
rived when they failed to Rome, Acts xxvii, 
Between Pateoli and Baja there is the Lacrine 
+ Lake, (of which Pliny gives the following 
+ Story.) Into this Lake Aaguſtus Ceſar com- 
 manded a Dolphin to be thrown. Now a 
Youth called Simon, the Son- of a poor Man 
at Baja, uſually playing about the Banks of 
the Lake, and ſeeing the Dolphin a ſtrange 
Fiſh in thoſe Parts, and amiable to look on, 
He took great Delight in it, and often Times 
fed it with Bread, and other Things he could 
get, ſo that at length when the Dolphin heard 


ver, he would reſort to him, and take from 
his Hand his accuſtomed Food; This conti. 
nued ſo long that the Dolphin would fut- 
fer the Lad to handle him, take him by the 
Gills, and ſometimes get upon his Back, and 
then ſwim with him to the other Side of the 
Lake, and bring him back, landing him ſafe 
on Shore. This Commerce continued ſeveral 
Years, and in the End the Youth died. The 
Dolphin reſorted to his uſual Place, expett- 
ing his accuſtomed Proviſion from the Boy's 
Hand, but miſſing his BenefaQor, he left the 
Shore, and languiſhing away ſoon after died. 


the Boy's Voice upon the Banks of the Ri- 
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COLOSSUS is ſituate in Phrygia in 
Aſia Minor, not far from Laodicea, fo named 
from the mighty Statues and Coloſſes that 
were ſet up in it. Theſe three Cities Coloſſe, 
Laodicea, and Hierapolis,, where the Apoſtle 
Philip was put to Death (in the tenth Year of 
Nero, a while before St. Pauls Martyrdom) * 
by the juſt Judgement of God upon them, be- 
cauſe they rejected the Word of Life and Sal- 
vation, were all overthrown by an Earthquake. 
The Epiſtle of Faul to the Coloſſians was ſent 
by Oneſimus from Nome, being 1080 Miles. 
For though the Rhodians were called Cloſſi- 
ans, becauſe of that famous Coloſſus afore- 
mentioned, wherein, Archippus and Philemon 
dwelr, yet the ' Latter to whom the Apoſtle 
directed his Epiſtle, was ſituated in Phrygia, 
and not in Rhodes. Nicopolis is a City of 
Macedonia, 920 Miles from Feruſalew, N. W. 
from whence St. Paul writ his Epiſtle to Titus, 

and ſent it to Creet 600 Miles. There are 


many other Cities of this Name, one in the

hanging in the Air, Water - courſes, and no- 
dle Baths. Con ſtantine the Great likewiſe 
- erected many Chriſtian Churches, and endow. 
ed them with vaſt Revenues ; yea, he was ſo 
extravagantly prodigal to the Clergy, that 
one of the Fathers cried out, This Day is Fy- 


7 into the Church; intimating that this 
uence of Wealth would occaſion them to 
oud, voluptuous, and negligent of their 
Holy Calling, as indeed it after happened, 


when the Popes gained ſuch immenſe Autho- 


rity over the Chriftian World. This Em- 
peror built the Palace called St. Fobn de L. 


Teran, as'alſo the Vatican, which only now fe- 


main of all the noble Monuments, Temples 
and Structures which he built, except a fa- 


mous Church dedicated to St. Peter, another 


to St. Paul, which he adorned with Gold and 


Silver, at extraordinary, Coſt, ſo that the 

many Donations of Conſtantine can ſcarce be 

numbred. Theſe Things conſidered , Rome 
might july be called, The Glory of the World. 
But as all 


ſtates are ſubject to change and va 
* nity, 
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nity, the greateſt Part of her ſtately Buil- 
dings are now laid in the Duſt; though this 
Grandour was obtained with Perils by Sea 
and Land, foreign Wars, and the Loſs of 
Millions of Lives, and what the Virtue and 
Wiſdom of renowned Conſuls, Generals, 
and Commanders had with great Hazard ob- 
tained, who filled their Treaſures ; and the 
Capital with the triumphant Spoils of * 6 
Nations, was at length conſumed by the 
Prodigality of ſeveral Emperors, Who were 
Monſters for Blood and Cruelty, ox by ſediti- 
ous Soldiers; the Republick being left as a 
Prey to thoſe who were ſtrongeſt, ſo that 
they were accounted moſt honourable who 
could obtain Dominion, though by never fo 
pernicious Means, as Murders, Oppreſſion, 
Corruption, and by ſelling Provinces. and 
Kingdoms for Money; ſo that this City 
which ſubdued ſo many Princes and Nations, 


whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, and Con- 


federacies extended ſo far, that hardly any 
Country was left unconquered, and the Ro- 
man name was a Terror to moſt People ot the - 
Earth. But her Glory is now eclipſed, for. 

Rome at this Day, differs as much from anci- 
ent Rowe, as the Subſtance from the Shadow. 
For though the Popes have beautified the Weſt 
Part of it with many ſtately Buildings, and 
called it New Rome, yet it is nothing com · 

parable to what it was in the Time of A.-

Cepitoline and Palatine Mounts, which were 


the noble Structures of Emperors, Kings; and 
Senators, but now they lie deſolate, The 
;* glorious Capitol, and the Temple of Jupiter 
are laid in the Duſt, the Ruins only appear 
ing, and all that now remains to the Pope are 
the Vatican, the Caftle of St. Angelo, the Pa- 
lace of the Lateran, his Banquetting-houſe, 
and the Gardens and Walks about it, which 
are all the remarkable Buildings in the Town, 
and the Grace thereof. And what is now the 
Government, but Iyranny and the utmoſt 
Slavery? What is their Religion, but a 
Medley of Nonſenſe, Superſtion, and Blaſ- 
phemy ? There being little Difference between 
the . Popifh Religion, (if it deſerves that 
Name) and none at all, ſince Treaſons, Mur- 
ders, Rapes, Adulteries, Perjuries, and all 
' the. horrid Crimes and Cruelties that Hel! 
can invent, are ſo far from being counted 
Sins, that they are reckoned meritorious, 
and a Man ſhall gain Heaven for committing 
them, there being no Sin unpardonable, but 
that which they talſely call Hereſy,or the true 
Worſhip of God, according to the Scriptures, 
For this they would, lately have turned our 
Land into Blood, Slaughter, and Confuſion. 
For this they would have overthrown our 
Keligion, enflaved our Souls, or burnt our 
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bloody Beaſt of Rome in his full Proportion; 
yet take a ſhort View of him, fo as to trem- 
ble at the Thoughts of what others have ſut- 


fered, and we might have felt, had not the 


Divine Goodneſs prevented their black De- 


figns againſt us. | "I 
His Eyes are likg. Flames that have con- 


ſumed the Bodies of many Thouſand Martyrs. 


His Mouth is like Hell gaping for his Prey ;
